4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior 
art whether taken singularly or in combination to teach the claimed combination as 
recited. In combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior art does not teach a 
power management unit coupled to the loop, the power management unit having an 
output coupled to a storage capacitor for charging the storage capacitor, an input port 
for receiving excess power from the loop, a control terminal responsive to a control 
output from the controller for controlling the charging of the storage capacitor, and the 
transducer including an input for receiving energy from the storage capacitor under 
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control of the controller (claim 1); a power management unit coupled to the current loop, 
the power management unit having an output coupled to a storage capacitor for 
charging the storage capacitor, an input port for receiving excess current form the 
current loop, and a transducer including an input for receiving energy from the storage 
capacitor under the control of he controller (claim 7). 

Claims 2-6, and 8-14 are allowed based on the dependency of the based claims.
